If owners of Alabama farm- 
land are to take advantage of a 
special provision of the new 
property fax law, they must 
notify their local tax assessor 
in writing before January. 1,

We don’t know what kind 
of men they were either. The 
original Greek calls them 
Magoi, which we translate 
Magi. They could have been 
astrologers, kings, priests of 
an eastern religion, or some- 
thing else, But the King James 
Version calls them Wise Men. 
I like that translation because, 
whatever else they were, they 
were truly wise men, 


They were wise because 
they looked upward, So many 
of us look dejectedly down- 
ward, But you can’t see a new 
star in the heavens that way, 
and you can’t see most of the 
‘beauty of God's earth that way. 

They were wise because 
they were familiar with at least 
some of God’s word. They were 
likely Gentiles, but they knew 
of the Jewish hope of a Mes- 
siah. None of us can be 
truly wise unless we know 
God’s word, 

They were wise because 
they went to seek the newborn 
baby. In Christmas plays we 
see the Wise Men enter in 
on the heels of the shepherds. 
But it was actually some time 
before they arrived in Bethle- 
hem. (Note that Jesus was 
in a house by then!) The 
Christian Church celebrates 
the arrival of the Wise Men 
on Epiphany, January 6, But 
it could have taken much longer 
for them to make the longhard 
trip to Bethlehem.

CHINESE HOLLIES 

If you've noticed your 
Chinese holly turning yellow, it 
may be a result of stress 
caused by heavy fruiting. 
This yellowing is a sign of 
a nutritional problem. A hea- 
vy crop of berries places a 
big demand on the plant and 
causes the stress. 

This stress has been worse 
than normal this year because 
of extremely dry weather dur- 
ing the fruiting season, This 
condition is not a real signi- 
ficant problem to the plant, but 
it is unattractive. 

To aid the plant, apply 
three to five inches of mulch. 
Water the plant during 
extreme drought even in win- 
ter. WaAit to fertilize the plant 
until early spring. 


HOW TO REMOVE COSMETIC 
STAINS 

If you smear lipstick or 
mascara on your favorite 
blouse, you will receive better 
results if youtreat the stain 
as soon as possible. Stains 
respond much better when 
they are fresh, 

There are two methods of 
removing cosmetic stains from 
washable fabrics. The me- 
thod you choose depends upon 
the type of stain. Non-greasy 
cosmetic stains from pow- 
dered makeup, eye shadow 
or blusher can be removed 
by first dampening the stain- 
ed area. Then rub with bar- 
soap, detergent paste, (made 
with detergent granules and 
water) or liquid detergent.

If the stain is from oily 
cosmetics such as lipstick, rou- 
ge, liquid makeup or mas- 
cara, pre-treat with apre-wash 
soil and stain remover.

SERVING POTATOES 

Potatoes are generally well- 
liked by most all people and 
may be served in a variety 
of ways to retain the good 
flavor. 

Bake your potatoes to 
preserve vitamin C, Wash 
potatoes well and grease the 
skin with cooking oil before 
baking. Also prick the po- 
tatoes with a fork before they 
are baked so that the steam 
will escape and your potat- 
oes will not be soggy. 

Potatoes that are peel- 
ed, cut and cooked in water 
lose most of their vita- 
min C. Besides, it re- 
quires more time and 
energy to prepare potatoes this 
way. 

There are many delicious 
toppings you can put on po- 
tatoes after they are baked 
to add more zest. Here are 
some suggestions: Toastes se- 
same seeds, whipped butter 
and a dash of poppy seed; 
a mount of slivered pimento 
and green pepper; sliced mu- 
shrooms marinated in low- 
calorie dressing; melted bu- 
tter or margarine thinned 
with lemon juice; or a 
spoonful of stewed tomatoes and 
coarsely grated cheese.

Feed Grain 


Programs Compared 


Feed grain producers will 
be encouraged to remove from 
production an acreage equal to 
20 percent of the acres 
that they plant for harvest 
in 1979, a percentage identical 
to the 1978 program, according 
to Robert English, Chairperson 
of the Coffee County Agricul- 
tural, Stabilizatima and Con- 
servation (ASC) committee. 

Basically the same as in 
1978, the 1979 program offers 
corn and sorghum producers 
a 10 percent set-aside and a 
10 percent diversion program, 
There is a 20 percent set- 
aside program for barley, in- 
stead of acom ination set-aside 
diversion program. 

According to English, the 
acreage of a producer parti- 
cipating in the diversion pro- 
gram canplant a feed grain 
in 1979 is not restricted to the 
prior year’s acreage, as wasthe 
case in 1978. Under the pre- 
vious program, the ‘diversion 
payment was related to 
the acreage a producer planted 
for harbest. In 1979, diver- 
sion payment will be re- 
lated to the acreage a pro- 
ducer diverts from production 
which must equal 10 percent 
of the acreage planted to the 
crop for harvest. 

‘Feed grain producers will 
again be eligible for target 
price payments on their entire 
planted acreage by restricting 
plantings from 1978 by 10 
percent for corn and grain 
sorghum and 30 percent for 
barley,’”’ English said. The 
incentive to participate in the 
1979 feed grain program totals 
$2.30 a bushel for corn and 
$2.40 a bushel for sorghum 
and barley. The corn target 
price will be %2.20, instead 
of $2.10 a busnel; $2,30 
per bushel for sorghum and 
$2.40 a bushel for barley. 

The loan rates will be 
identical to those in effect for 
the 1978 crops of feed grains. 
They are: $2.00 a bushel 
for corn, $1.90 for sorghum, 
$1.63 for barley, $1.03 for oats, 
and $1.70 a bushel for rye. 
No set-aside or diversion 
program is offered for oat 
producers in 1979.
